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NEWSPAPERS: 

1 . WASHPOST (NOSSITER), STOCKHOLM: HAK MAY BE POLITICAL 
POISON FOR SOME SECTORS OF THE AMERICAN ELECTORATE, BUT 
TWO VASTLY DIFFERENT EUROPEAN LEADERS DEMONSTRATED THEIR 
BELIEF THAT HE IS A POLITICAL DRAWING CARD FOR THEM. 

... THE VISIT (TO SWEDEN), FIRST BY A HIGH US CABINET 
OFFICIAL TO SWEDEN IN 13 YEARS, IS DESIGNED TO BE A SYMBOLIC 
DEMONSTRATION THAT THE COOL RELATIONS BETWEEN THE TWO 
COUNTRIES CAUSED BY THE VIET-NAM WAR WERE AT AN END. 

MEMORIES OF THE BITTERNESS OVER VIET-NAM WERE REKINDLED 
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BEFORE KISSINGER'S ARRIVAL WHEN MORE THAN 10,000 DEMON- 
STRATORS MARCHED PAST THE U.S. EMBASSY CARRYING PLACARDS 
CALLING KISSINGER A WAR CRIMINAL' AND MURDERER.’ 
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EVEN THE DEMONSTRATION IS EXPECTED TO PLAY INTO PALME'S 
HANDS, HOWEVER, SINCE IT WAS. STAGED BY ULTRA-LEFTISTS WHO 
ARE REGARDED WITH DISTASTE BY THE CENTRIST VOTERS PALME 
IS COURTING. 

KISSINGER WAS BOUNCING ALL OVER THE MAP TODAY STARTING 
FROM OSLO, GOING SOUTH TO BONN AND THEN HEADING BACK NORTH 
TO STOCKHOLM. HE HAD ORIGINALLY SCHEDULED THIS AS A DAY OF 
REST, BUT YIELDED TO SCHMIDT'S REQUEST (FOR A VISIT TO 
GERMANY). 

IN ADDITION TO THE CHANCELLOR, KISSINGER HELD TALKS WITH 
THE WEST GERMAN FOREIGN MINISTER ... A MAJOR AREA OF 
DISCUSSION WAS UNCTAD ... 

AS THE BIGGEST WESTERN ECONOMIC POWERS, NEITHER WEST 
GERMANY NOR U.S. IS EAGER TO MAKE LARGE CONCESSIONS, BUT 
THERE HAVE BEEN SOME DIFFERENCES OF DETAIL BETWEEN THEIR 
TWO POSITIONS. BY THE END OF THE DAY, HOWEVER, KISSINGER 
(ANNOUNCED SUBSTANTIAL AGREEMENT OF POSITIONS ). 

... EN ROUTE TO STOCKHOLM, THE HIGH OFFICIAL WHO ALWAYS 
TRAVELS IN THE KISSINGER PARTY SAID WITH SOME IRRITATION, 

"WE CAN T SCHEDULE OUR VISITS LOOKING AT THE DOMESTIC 
POLITICS OF EACH SITUATION." THE COMMENT SEEMED TO BE 
A TACIT ACKNOWLEDGEMENT THAT THIS IS PRECISELY WHAT IS 
DONE. 

APART FROM ANY DOMESTIC USE THAT PALME CAN MAKE OF THE 
VISIT. IT DOES MARK A TURNING POINT TO THE SOURED RELATIONS 
BETWEEN SWEDEN AND THE UNITED STATES. 

THEY REACHED A LOW AFTER PALME COMPARED THE 1972 U.S. 
CHRISTMAS BOMBING OF NORTH VIET-NAM TO NAZI OUTRAGES. 
WASHINGTON RESPONDED BY RECALLING ITS AMBASSADOR AND NONE 
RETURNED UNTIL MAY 1974.

THAT, SAID THE HIGH U.S. OFFICIAL, IS IN THE PAST. TODAY, 

HE SAID, "THINGS ARE GOING RATHER WELL." HE SAID RELATIONS

BETWEEN." 

THE HIGH OFFICIAL EMPHASIZED THREE TIMES THAT KISSINGER'S 
VISIT WAS AT THE URGING OF PALME AND THAT THE PREMIER HAD 
FIRST PROPOSED IT WHEN THEY MET LAST SUMMER AT THE EUROP- 
EAN SECURITY CONFERENCE IN HELSINKI. 

THERE ARE NO ISSUES OF SUBSTANCE BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES, 
THE OFFICIAL SAID, AND KISSINGER DID NOT REGARD HIS VISIT 
AS "AN EVENT OF COSMIC SIGNIFICANCE." 
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BUT HE HAS COME AND HE WILL SEE PALME MONDAY. THE TRIP 
ALSO GIVES KISSINGER A RARE CHANCE TO SEE HIS UNCLE 
ARNO, A BUSINESSMAN HERE. ARNO FLED FROM NAZI GERMANY 
TO SWEDEN IN 1938 WITH THE SECRETARY'S PATERNAL GRAND- 
FATHER. AT THE SAME TIME, ARNO'S BROTHER WAS BRINGING 
YOUNG HENRY TO THE UNITED STATES. 

KISSINGER ARRIVED HERE IN EVIDENT GOOD HUMOR. AT THE AIR- 
PORT, HE DISMISSED THE DEMONSTRATORS WHO DENOUNCED HIM 
WITH A QUIP: "I AM GLAD TO SEE THAT MY VISIT HAS NOT BEEN 
GREETED WITH TOTAL INDIFFERENCE BY THE SWEDISH PUBLIC." 

2. NYTIMES (CRAIG WHITNEY), STOCKHOLM: THE UNITED STATES 
IS QUIETLY SOUNDING OUT ISRAEL AND ARAB GOVERNMENTS IN THE 
MIDDLE EAST FOR REACTIONS TO FRANCE'S OFFER TO SEND A 
PEACE-KEEPING FORCE TO LEBANON, ACCORDING TO HIGH RANKING 
AMERICAN DIPLOMATS. 

PRESIDENT GISCARD MADE THE OFFER IN A SPEECH DURING HIS 
VISIT TO THE U.S. LAST WEEK. AMERICAN OFFICIALS HERE 
DURING SECRETARY OF STATE KISSINGER'S VISIT TO SWEDEN 
SAID THAT FRANCE HAD NOT YET MADE A FORMAL PROPOSAL, BUT 
THAT THE UNITED STATES WAS ALREADY TRYING TO DETERMINE 
WHAT THE REACTION TO IT WOULD BE IN THE MIDDLE EAST. 

THE PRINCIPAL OUTSIDE GOVERNMENTS BEING ASKED ARE UNDERSTOOD 
TO BE THOSE OF ISRAEL AND SYRIA BUT NOT THE SOVIET UNION. 
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EGYPT AND SAUDI ARABIA MAY ALSO HAVE BEEN APPROACHED, 
ACCORDING TO ONE OFFICIAL. 

HIGH-RANKING OFFICIALS HERE SAY THAT THE UNITED STATES 
IS NOT NOW PUSHING THE FRENCH PROPOSAL. THEY DESCRIBED 
THE SOUNDINGS AS LOW KEY. 

AT A NEWS CONFERENCE IN OSLO YESTERDAY, KISSINGER SAID THE

ECONOMIC PROBLEMS WITH THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

AFTER REPORTING "COMPLETE IDENTITY OF VIEWS" WITH THE WEST 
GERMAN LEADERS, KISSINGER FLEW 700 MILES BACK TO STOCKHOLM. 
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3. LOS ANGELES TIMES (SATURDAY) - DON COOK: "NATO WARNS

NATO BLUNTLY WARNED SOVIET UNION FRIDAY THAT CONTINUED ARMS

MINISTERS PLEDGED "DETERMINATION OF THEIR GOVTS TO TAKE MEA- 
SURES NECESSARY TO MAINTAIN AND IMPROVE EFFICIENCY OF 
THEIR FORCES AS AN ESSENTIAL SAFEGUARD FOR SECURITY OF 
MEMBER COUNTRIES. WHETHER AGAINST MILITARY AGGRESSION OR 
POLITICAL PRESSURE." 

COMMUNIQUE ALSO INDICATED CONTINUED PROGRESS TOWARD PEACE 
DEPENDS ON SOVIET BEHAVIOR THROUGHOUT WORLD. NOT ONLY IN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EUROPE. 

SECSTATE HAD PARTICULARLY WARM WORDS FOR OSLO DISCUSSIONS, 
WHICH HE SAID HAD BEEN "EXTREMELY HARMONIOUS AND AS CLOSE 
TO UNANIMOUS AS I HAVE EVER SEEN." NATO, HE SAID. WAS A 
"GOING CONCERN," AND WEST HAS CAPABILITY TO MAINTAIN 
MILITARY EQUALITY IN FACE OF GROWING SOVIET STRENGTH AND 
THAT OF ITS EAST EUROPEAN ALLIES IN WARSAW PACT. 

...IT WILL SOON BE A YEAR SINCE HELSINKI AGREEMENTS WERE 
SIGNED.. .BUT PAUCITY OF POLITICAL IMPROVEMENTS SINCE THEN- 
PLUS MARKED INCREASE IN WARSAW PACT MILITARY POWER-HAS 
TOUGHENED NATO SPIRITS CONSIDERABLY. 

WHILE COMMUNIQUE USED WORD "DETENTE" ONCE IN CONNECTION 
WITH EAST- WEST RELNS, DRAFTERS, REPORTEDLY AT URGING OF 
U.S. TOOK PAINS TO SPELL OUT MORE SPECIFICALLY IUST WHAT 
WEST MEANS BY ITS DETENTE POLICY. TAKING 51 WORDS TO SAY 
WHAT ONE WORD MEANS. COMMUNIQUE STATES: 

"MINISTERS REMAIN CONVINCED THAT ALLIED GOVTS INTENT ON 
BUILDING A MORE CONSTRUCTIVE AND STABLE RELATIONSHIP WITH 
EAST, MUST CONTINUE TO STRIVE FOR A RELAXATION OF TENSIONS 
AND TO TRY TO DEVISE FURTHER PRACTICAL MEASURES OF COOPERA- 
TION IN AREAS OF COMMON INTEREST, WHILE PRESERVING COHESION 
AND STRENGTH OF ALLIANCE." 

MORE TO POINT, COMMUNIQUE SPOKE OF "A DIALOGUE ATTUNED TO 
CURRENT REALITIES." 

REALITIES, HOWEVER, ARE NOT PARTICULARLY ENCOURAGING. 
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COMMUNIQUE DEALT AT LENGTH WITH MORIBUND MBFR NEGOTIATIONS, 
WHICH IN TWO YEARS HAVE GOT NOWHERE.... 

COMMUNIQUE INSISTED ON WESTERN POSITION THAT VIENNA TALKS 
"MUST RESULT IN ELIMINATING GROUND-FORCE MANPOWER DISPARITY 
IN CENTRAL EUROPE AND IN MITIGATING DISPARITY IN MAIN 
BATTLE TANKS" - WARSAW PACT NATIONS HOLD AN EDGE IN EACH-- 
IF AIM OF STRENGTHENING OF PEACE AND SECURITY IN EUROPE IS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SO FAR, WARSAW PACT POWERS HAVE REFUSED TO NEGOTIATE EVEN 
ON GENERAL APPROACH ENVISIONED BY NATO POWERS, LET ALONE 
ON ANY DETAILS. BUT NATO MINISTERS DECLARED THAT "PUBLIC 
OPINION IN THEIR COUNTRIES SUPPORTS WESTERN POSITION AS 
LOGICAL AND FAIR" AND THAT NATO SOLIDARITY IN VIENNA 
NEGOTIATION "IS FULLY MAINTAINED." 

ON SALT, KISSINGER GAVE ANOTHER "NO PROGRESS” REPORT TO 
MEETING. HE TOLD A PRESS CONFERENCE AFTERWARD THAT U.S. 

WOULD BE REPLYING TO LATEST SOVIET POSITION ON ARMS DEAD- 
LOCK "WITHIN A COUPLE OF WEEKS". 

4. LOS ANGELES TIMES (SATURDAY, SEPARATE ITEM) - DON COOK: 

"HE, FORD IN FULL ACCORD, KISSINGER SAYS" - SECSTATE SAID 
FRIDAY THERE IS "COMPLETE UNANIMITY" ON FOREIGN POLICY

PRESSING UNANIMITY THEME ON HIS RF.T.NS WITH FORD, KISSINGER 
ADDED: "THERE WERE ABSOLUTELY NO DIFFERENCES OVER AFRICA 
BETWEEN WHITE HOUSE AND MYSELF. THERE IS NO INDEPENDENT 
FOREIGN POLICY BEING CONDUCTED. EVERY INITIATIVE THAT IS 
BEING TAKEN IS DISCUSSED IN FULL DETAIL AND ORDERED BY 
PRESIDENT." 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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ASKED WHETHER HE FOUND ANY SERIOUS CONCERN HERE AMONG NATO 
FMS OVER PATH OF AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY, SECRETARY REPLIED: 

"I BELIEVE THAT OUR ALLIES UNDERSTAND THAT EVERY FOUR 
YEARS WE ARE SEIZED BY A FEVER THAT LEADS TO VERY EXALTED

THERE WERE A HALF DOZEN QUESTIONS ON ITALIAN ELECTION

SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES FOR NATO IF COMMUNISTS SHOULD WIND UP 
SHARING GOVERNMENTAL POWER IN ROME. IN PARTICULAR, HE 
WAS QUESTIONED CLOSELY ABOUT WHETHER HE HAD BEEN "INTER- 
RUPTED" BY NATO SYG LUNS IN DISCUSSING MATTER AT CLOSED 
NATO SESSION ON THURSDAY. 

"APART FROM TECHNICAL IMPOSSIBILITY OF INTERRUPTING A 
HARVARD PROFESSOR WHEN HE IS IN MID-FLIGHT, THIS IS ONE OF 
THOSE STORIES THAT REFLECT FERTILE IMAGINATION OF SOME 
JOURNALISTS COMPETING FOR PULITZER PRIZE IN FICTION. I WAS 
NOT INTERRUPTED FOR THAT OR ANY OTHER REASON, AND I DID NOT 
RAISE SUBJECT." 

AS FOR HIS SEPARATE BREAKFAST TALKS FRIDAY WITH GREEK AND 
TURKISH FMS AND PROSPECT FOR A SOLUTION OF DIFFICULTIES 
BETWEEN THOSE TWO NATO ALLIES, KISSINGER REPLIED: 

"TURKEY AND GREECE HAVE MANAGED TO EXIST FOR SEVERAL HUNDRED 
YEARS WITHOUT ANY OVERWHELMING SUCCESS IN SOLVING ALL OF 
THEIR PROBLEMS. AND WHILE NO ONE HAS EVER ACCUSED ME OF 
UNDERESTIMATING MY ABILITIES, I DO NOT BELIEVE THAT I 
WILL NECESSARILY INTERRUPT THIS HISTORICAL PATTERN IN TWO 
BREAKFAST MEETINGS." 

5. LOS ANGELES TIMES (SUNDAY) DON COOK: SECSTATE SAID 
SATURDAY THAT HE IS CONFIDENT THAT A MUTUALLY ACCEPT ABLLE 
SOLUTION WILL BE REACHED ON NORWAY'S CLAIM THAT FAR NORTH 
ISLAND OF SPITZBERGEN IS WITHIN ITS CONTINENTAL SHELF. 

...KISSINGER HELD A JOINT PRESS CONFERENCE WITH FRYDENLUND 
AND SAID: 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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"IT IS A QUESTION WHICH RAISES MANY ISSUES, AND WE HAVE 
ONLY JUST BEGUN TO STUDY PROBLEM IN DETAIL. THIS IS FIRST 
EXCHANGE WE HAVE HAD AT FOREIGN MINISTER LEVEL. 

"WE WANT TO WORK OUT AN ENTIRELY ACCEPTABLE POSITION, AN 
AGREED POSITION WE CAN BOTH SUPPORT. OUR BASIC POSITION IS 
IN SUPPORT OF NORWEGIAN POSITION. WE ARE GOING TO STAY IN 
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CLOSE TOUCH AND THERE WILL BE FURTHER TALKS IN AUGUST. 

NORWAY IS A CLOSE ALLY AND THIS IS NOT A CONTROVERSY.' 1 

... (PIECE CONTINUES WITH BACKGROUND AND DESCRIPTION OF 
SVALBARD ISSUE.) 

...SO FAR, BRITISH, FRENCH AND WEST GERMANS - WITH WHOM 
NORWEGIANS HAVE HAD PRELIMINARY TALKS - ARE SKEPTICAL ABOUT 
ACCEPTING NORWEGIAN POSITION. NORWEGIANS HAVE NOT YET 
TALKED TO RUSSIANS WHO ARE PROBABLY GOING TO BE EVEN MORE 
NEGATIVE. SUPPORT FROM U.S. WOULD BE ESSENTIAL IF PROBLEM 
IS GOING TO BE RESOLVED ON NORWEGIAN TERMS. 

"WHAT NORWAY WANTS IS A CALM DECISION WHICH WILL LOWER

WITH TALKS WITH WEST GERMAN CHANCELLOR SCHMIDT AND THEN 
TO STOCKHOLM FOR A BRIEF OFFICIAL VISIT. 

6. LOS ANGELES TIMES (MONDAY) - DON COOK: "KISSINGER IN 
STOCKHOLM AFTER LEFT STAGES PROTEST": SECSTATE FLEW HERE 
SUNDAY NIGHT, JUST A FEW HOURS AFTER MORE THAN 10,000 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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LEFT WING SWEDES DEMONSTRATED AGAINST HIS TWO DAY VISIT. 

IN WHAT WAS DESCRIBED AS ONE OF SWEDEN'S DEMONSTRATIONS IN 
HISTORY, MARCHERS WENT TO U.S. EMBASSY CARRYING BANNERS AND 
PLACARDS READING "KISSINGER, MURDERER" AND ATTACKING U.S. 
POLICY TOWARD INDOCHINA, MIDEAST AND CHILE. 

RIOT POLICE SURROUNDED EMBASSY AND THERE WERE NO REPORTS 
OF VIOLENCE. 

KISSINGER, WHO CAME HERE AFTER A VISIT TO BONN, REMARKED 
AT AIRPORT THAT HE WAS AWARE "MU VISIT HAS NOT GONE UN- 
NOTICED." 

BUT HE WENT ON TO SAY THAT HE WAS PLEASED AND HAPPY TO BE IN 
SWEDEN TO MARK TRADITIONAL FRIENDSHIP IN TWO COUNTRIES AND 
ITS PEOPLES. SECRETARY HAS A 76 YEAR OLD PATERNAL UNCLE 
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LIVING IN SWEDEN. UNCLE, ARNO KISSINGER, FLED NAZI GERMANY 
IN 1936. 

U.S. -SWEDEN RELNS HAVE BEEN GRADUALLY IMPROVING SINCE THEIR 
LOW DURING VIETNAM WAR. 

SWEDISH PM PALME ORIGINALLY SUGGESTED A KISSINGER VISIT 
WHEN HE MET WITH SECRETARY AT HELSINKI SUMMIT MEETING LAST 
AUGUST. KISSINGER SUGGESTED THAT BOTH SIDES WORK A WHILE 
LONGER AT BRINGING THINGS OUT FROM EMOTIONAL BITTERNESS 
OF VIETNAM WAR DAYS. THEN WHEN SCHEDULE FOR HIS TRIP TO 
OSLO FOR NATO MEETINGS FELL INTO PLACE, SWEDES SENT A 
FORMAL INVITATION. 

PALME'S SOCIAL DEMOCRATIC PARTY HAS TAKEN A SHARP DROP IN 
PUBLIC OPINION POLLS RECENTLY AND POLITICAL OBSERVERS HERE 
NOTED THAT RENEWED FRIENDLY TIES WITH WASHINGTON COULD 
INFLUENCE CONSERVATIVE VOTERS INTHE MID-SEPPTEMBER ELECTIONS 

KISSINGER, WHO DINED WITH PALME SUNDAY NIGHT, TOLD NEWSMEN 
HE EXPECTED TO HAVE USEFUL TALKS WITH PM TODAY. SECRETARY 
WILL ALSO METT KING CARL XVI GUSTAV AND THEN VISIT HIS 
UNCLE. 
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THERE WAS CONSIDERABLE SUBSTANTIVE DISCUSSION IN WEST 
GERMANY CAPITAL DURING KISSINGER'S 7-HOUR STOPOVER THERE. 

HE AND CHANCELLOR SCHMIDT REVIEWED A VARIETY OF SUBJECTS, 
INCLUDING AN ASSESSMENT OF EAST- WEST RELNS, A COORDINATION 
OF POLICIES TOWARD DEVELOPING NATIONS, SITUATION IN BERLIN, 
POLICY IN AFRICA, AND PROGRESS TOWARD EUROPEAN UNITY. 

A BEAMING SCHMIDT, ALSO APPARENTLY MINDFUL OF ELECTIONS 
THIS FALL, APPEARED ON TV TO ASSERT, WITH KISSINGER'S FULL
